An attempt is to be made to f .ma

Each line is to be allowed a 
llxed percentage of the grata business 
It is probable that these percentages 
are to be fixed by arbitrators in case 
the lines interested are unable to agree 
on the figures among themselves, al- 
though it ii pouible that the roads 
may decide to make it a blind pool, the 
percentage allotted to each line being 
only known to the arbitrators or oom- 
miuiouerti in charge of the pool. Ttie 
iiiter-alate commerce law positively 
prohibits pooling. In order to evade 
the law the pool will be a "physical" 
pool and no money settlements will bu 
provided for. The commissioners or
